Whenever there has been a movement of 
the white eK-ment toward that section 
the cry has come that in the tield of labor 
they must be put side by side with tbe 
negro. 


How to Treat Farmer*. 


"If these people were treated as they 


are in Ohio, I do not believe Unit such a 
f|u<"-ti'>n would arise. 
In Ohio, for ex- 


ample, we ehoose our political leaders 
from the- mechanics in the manufactory 
and uot as in New York from gatherings 
at the Waldorf or Pehnonico's at $•"> a 
plate. 
These men should be taken into 


the town meetings, 
made school and 


church trustees, be reckoned with as citi- 
zens, and should each one be thus treat- 
ed, doing his own work as he doe." in 
other states, there would result a diversi- 
fication of agricultural products which 
would soon change the conditions at woik 
in the south. 


"For example, there is no reason why. 


from all the section of the country, bo- 
tween the Piedmont region and the sea. 
from Portsmouth through Atlanta and 
Columbia to Florida, there shoulfl not 
be sent up to the north vegetables of all 
descriptions .a month or more before we 
get them in the north. 
This trucking 


feature has been looked after with profit 
in the sections of tidewater and eastern 
shore ol" Virginia, and thefc is no rea- 
son why such conditions should, not lie 
put at work in sections fnrtl'or south.

How the Long Isolated Inhab- 


itants Have Suffered. 


LIVED IN MINES TO ESCAPE SHELLS

tbv Dally Diet For Two 


UontUx—I»eopl« P«aced and Saa« 
Wiih Joy Wbea French Rode lat* 
the Town. 
London. Feb. 21.—A dispatch from 


Mcddi-r River says that when General 
Frt-noh's fore* got to within eight miles 
uf Kimherlfy the garrison there lu-lio- 
irraphed that the Boers -were shelling the 
towu. In reply to this the garrison re- 
ceived a message that French was coin- 
ing t«* ihfir relief. Tin- In-sk-jred thought 
I tint this was a But-r ruse aud heliv- 
grauhed the qu«-ry. "What rt-giuaeutV" 
The rrj»Iy they received reHloVi-d all sus- 
picion. 


A <!isii.'iU-h from Cape Town says that 


the couutry around Kiinberlej- has been 
entirely cleared of Boers. Cecil Rhodes 
is in hi«h spirits. 


Aecuuuts of the privations of those 


who were besieged in KiuiUerley are 
coming in. Numbers of the people are 
now flocking to the llodder River camp. 
The women and children lire weak from 
their sufferings during the siege, which, 
according to The Chronicle's correspond- 
ent, rivaled that of Paris. For GO days 
horseflesh was the daily diet of the in- 
habitants of the town. 
All meal had 


been consumed, and the horses were 
starving. Those which died from starva- 
tion were seized and devoured by the. 
Kaffirs. 
\Vont of the 


It was after the Boers brought up their 


100 pounder that the siege became worst. 
This guu had a range of eight miles, and 
it was - placed at Kamfemlam, four 
miles distant. It pounded with segment 
and shrnpuel shell daily. 
Women and 


children were killed in this ugly bombard- 
ment, even those living in excavations 
falling in heaps. These burrows afford- 
ed security against ordinary artillery, 
lint not against the 100 pounder. 


Consequently most of the women and 


children, by Cecil Rhodes' order, were 
sent down into the mines and distributed 
along the various levels. 
Many saw 


the sun on Friday for the first time in 
weeks. They came to the surface pale 
and weird, looking like inhabitants of 
another world. Nevertheless it was this 
residence in the mine workings that pre- 
vented a heavy loss of life. 


The De Beers company did everything 


in its power for the noncomhataats. Mr. 
Rhodes personally rendered invaluable 
help. Indeed, but for his encouragement 
and infectious good spirits it is doubtful 
whether the town would have held out so 
long. 


American Martc a Gnn. 


A truly remarkable achievement was 


the manufacture of the liS pounder gun 
known as ''Long Cecil." Its maker was 
an American named George Labrum. 
Hi' was recently killed by ti shell from 
the Boers' big cuu, which hurst in 1m 
room in the Crrnnd hotel. "Long Cecil" 
was rifled, nnd it lired cither shrnpnel or 
common shells. It was simply invaluable 
in helping to keep the Boers at a dis- 
tance. 
It is easy to realize that the corre- 


spondents do not exaggerate when they 
say that General French's arrival drew 
forth wild demonstrations and rejoicings 
from the inhabitants and that they saug 
and danced in a delirium of joy for half 
an hour before General French entered 
the town near the Premier mine. The 
relief was cot expected, the people not 
having evsa Bfesul of the British ad- 
vance. 
A signaler saw the column 011 


the move and recognized it as being Brit- 
ish. 
The enemy's forces were melting 


away, nnd General French's cavalry 
were coming up extended along a front of 
ten miles. Mr. Rhodes rode out of the 
town, but went to the wrong flank, thus 
missing General French as he catered. 


On Friday the British horses were 


nearly dead from the effects of their ter- 
rible march, but notwithstanding this 
General French inarched north in the di- 
rection of Dronlield, hoping to capture 
the big Boer gun that hud RO harassed 
Kimbeiley, but he did not succeed in gel- 
ting it. 


The engineers repaired the railway, 


nnd the first train from the south entered 
the town on Monday evening. 


A Filipino Bnnilit on Trial. 


Manila, Feb. 21.—A military commis- 


sion meets at -Calamba today to try :i 
Filipino member of the guerrilla band 
which attacked a squad of Americans 
Feb. 2, killing a' corporal. The charge is 
murder and assault with intent to kill. 
The case is important as foreshadowing 
the policy of treating guerrillas as ban- 
dits. It is supposed Unit one reason 
which has hitherto deterred the Ameri- 
can authorities from adopting this policy 
was that the insurgents have more than 
50 American prisoners nnd may retaliate, 
although ft few of them were captured 
while fighting.

New Haven, Feb. 21.—Announcement 


is made by the committee in charge that 
the class of '96, Yule, shortly will erect a 
memorial gateway on the Yale cam pun 
to Gerard Brayton Ives of New York 
city, a Rough Rider who died in New 
York after a long illness nt Tampa of 
typhoid fever, nnd Lieutenant Ward 
Cheney of Hartford.

In all these cases 
the can SB is removable, while the effect 
may be counteracted by appropriate treat- 
ment. 
Nothing is more mischievous, 


however, than to continue the habits and 
to have recourse to drugs to combat the 
effects. 
A due amount of exercise ten'is 


to induce normal sleep, and such exercise 
need not be of a violent character.

cient and is perhaps as much as a busy 
man can find time for.—Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

irradiate and sweeten solitude; it also en- 
hances the joys of -companionship. Seated 
with a congenial spirit, side by side, equi 
distant from the extremities of the jog- 
gling board, two soul? unconsciously merge 
into one. The intellect is quickened, the

Horace Greeley which illustrate how much 
Mr. Lincolo'*s diplomatic and-political 
power was duo to his wonderful personal 
magnetism. 


President Lincoln, having been often 


and severely arraigned in Tho Tribune for 
what Mr. Greeley considered his slowness 
in prosecuting the war, had said: "If ho 
L Greeley] objects to my policy, I shall bo 
glad to have him state to me his views 
frankly nnd fully. I shall adopt his if I 
can. If I cannot, I will at least tell him 
why. 
Ho ;md I should stand together." 


"If I were ^to go," said Greeley when 


the words were repeated to him, "he would 
simply twist me around his fingers, as he 
always does." 


"Lincoln's smile would wilt me in half 


a minute, "ho said on another occasion 
when again urged to see the president and 
have a talk with him. "He is a wonder- 
ful man—wonderful! I never can harbor 
u thought against him except when I keep 
away from him." 


Unlike the hammock or the swing, the 


joggling board is not limited in its capa 
bilities to one or two persons. 
It can re 


ceive a whole family. Twenty lineal feet 
of plank can accommodate a good many 
people, especially if they be on friendly 
terms.

The A\aCv at 
tht> intersection was liHrd from corner to 
corner in every direction %\ ith slovriy mov- 
ing teams sifting last ono unolhcrr and 
moving 011 their way with the help now 
aud then of the jiollcciuau stationed there, 
and it didn't seem jius^ible ;hat any hors«3 
whatever besides those already tlu-rc could 
find room to set a hoof except at tho gait 
die rest were going, much list* to pass 
through at a gallop.

The March of the Walter*. 


The old St. Nicholas hotel, that flour- 


ished in New York, on Broadway, near 
Spring street, put on more style than any 
house of its time. The waiters' march 
was all evolution of which any military 
command in the country might have beuii 
proud. In those days the head waiter 
was a master of tactics. 
"When the guests 


were seated, he snapped his fingers, and 
in marched the waiters with traylouds of 
eatables.
